league. That statement undoubtedly 
embarrassed Dewey and it caused 
deep resentment among conserva- 
tive Republicans. Simpson felt that 
Dewey, in cultivating Hoover, was 
repudiating him and moving over 
to the conservative wing of the 
party completely. 


Thus a political triangle exists, 


involving Dewey, Hoover and Simp- 
son, with jealousies as acute as in a 


stage triangle. Simpson sees Hoover 
as the villain who has stolen Dewey 
away and he doesn't like it. Dewey 
doesn't approve of the way Simpson 
has been treating Hoover. 


The conservative Republicans are 


coming around the corner now to 
give Simpson the 
beating of his 


life, they think, when he seeks re- 
election as New York county chair- 
man next September. If they can 
bounce him then, he will be robbed 
of his power, although he might con- 
tinue as national committeeman un- 
til the 1940 national convention, he 
would be without any control. 


It's my guess that Dewey will In- 


terpose no obstacles in the way of 
this effort to sponge the hated lib- 
eral Simpson out of the picture. 


Simpson, enormously successful in 


restoring the old party to life is 
finding that the fruits of victory are 
not so very sweet.

All of which has probably hurt 


Franco rather than helped him at 
the White House.

"OUR FRONTIER ON THE RHINE" 
A reader sent the editor a copy of a 


letter he mailed Senator Wiley in which 
he upheld Mr. Roosevelt's socalled "Fron- 
tier on the Rhine" attitude. He indulged 
in some reasoning we believe to be faulty. 
And since the attitude he has taken is that 
of many others his letter to the senator 
will serve to present conflicting opinions. 


Reader argues that our frontier better 


be placed "on the Rhine'1 than, as Hit- 
Jer's mouthpiece suggested, "up against 
ihe Panama Canal," and argues that ac- 
tually it must be one place or the other 
and that it is safer for us to locate it on 
the Rhine. 


The argument continues that if our 


frontier is located on the Rhine the united 
democracies can hold it there whereas if 
France and England are first beaten in 
Europe then "Japan, Italy and Germany 
have the power to move it to the Panama 
Canal." 


With this argument in mind Reader 


recalls our failure in 1914 to put ourselves 
in a strong state of defense as soon as the 
war in Europe broke out. And it is said 
that "it is quite clear that Roosevelt is 
not going to be caught the way Wilson 
was," and that bis announced attitude 
"may be the precise vehicle needed to get" 
the dictators to abstain from their on- 
slaughts against others. 


It should be observed at the outset 


that Reader has touched upon two en- 
tirely separate matters which must not 
be confused else the-question of our for- 
. eign relations becomes hopeless. 


It is one thing to talk about "our fron- 


tier on the Rhine" and an exactly opposite 
thing to talk about preparing our defenses. 


Putting our frontier on the Rhine is 


not only poor policy for us as a people 
but a very defective military operation. 


If our frontier is to be on the Rhine 


or the Panama Canal we vote for the 
Panama Canal. 


If we are to come to blows with the 


totalitarian nations by all means let the 
cannonading start in our own hemisphere.' 
Let the enemy maintain themselves five to 
ten thousand miles from home and see 
how they like it. Let them keep open a 
river of supplies for that distance if they 
can. 


Today, even with its vastly superior 


navy, our country would have a very dif- 
ficult time opposing the Italian navy 
if we were to do so in the Mediterranean. 
We have there no base of supplies. We 
have no fortified harbor to which to run 
after a battle in order to prepare for the 
next. 


And Reader must remember that no 


totalitarian government has a base of sup- 
plies in the Western Hemisphere.

AND COLLEGES 


President Dykstra has announced the 


payment by the Board of Regents of $10,- 
000 for the option of purchasing a cer- 
tain picnic point to add to the University 
of Wisconsin's extensive domain. 
The 


full purchase price is fixed at $150,000. 


Plans for the development of this pic- 


nic point "call for construction of a road 
from the west end of University bay to 
the beginning of the point where a park- 
ing space and shelter shed will be built 
but no road will be built on the point it- 
self which will be kept in its natural state 
with only stone fireplaces here and there 
for picnic purposes." 


We offer no criticism of this ambitious 


and wholly unnecessary addition because 
the purpose is to raise the $150,000 by 
public subscription. If the people wish 
to contribute to this or any other pur- 
pose of a lawful nature the privilege 
should certainly be accorded them. 


But the item indicates the fantastic 


extent to which in so many instances we 
have been spending public moneys in ver- 
itable floods and that often had little to 
do with education or was not to any rea- 
sonable extent needed or only satisfied 
the toothsome demands of the artistically 
inclined for the gorgeous or supplied the 
more subtle purpose of ridding oneself of 
• 


an otherwise unsalable property. 


The University of Wisconsin has all 


kinds of picnic points within an easy ra- 
dius. It is the owner of hundreds and 
hundreds of acres, most of which have 
been bought at extremely high figures, far 
beyond what anyone could possibly obtain 
for the land from anyone else or make 
the basis of an earning in any sort of 
business venture. 


The disposition to "sell it to the Uni- 


versity" and thus preserve with its pris- 
tine charm some particular setting that 
should belong to the city of Madison has 
been for long the cry and too often the 
practice. 


It will hardly do to stress the bath- 


ing facilities of this picnic point because 
most of the students, after a strenuous 
year, are swimming in home waters, and 
the summer students reside there but a 
short time and then only for intensive 
application.

Shrubs and evergreens are the 


most desirable classes of plant ma- 
terials for foundation 
plantings. 


Shrubs alone are used as accent 
spots in the formal garden and 
they also find usage in the infor- 
mal back-yard garden where they 
spill all over the walks breaking 
up what would or could become 
hard lines. Then again shrubs are 
useful in any flower arrangement 
where their gracefulness banishes 
the feeling of overprimness. 


A blooming shrub is generally 


choicest and at the same time cost- 
ly. The new garden maker gener- 
ally rents the property and wishes 
to make it attractive at the lowest 
possible cost or, he is purchasing 
and wishes to take advantage of 
every possible economy. To either 
of these groups the new introduc- 


tion in shrubs, Caryopteris or ver- 
bena-scrub, is recommended. 


Unlike its namesake, the ver- 


bena, which is strictly perennial 
but not hardy, the verbena-shrub 
can be raised from seed and"it will 
bloom the first year. Blooming in 
late summer, the blue-purple ver- 
benalike flowers produced in dense 
clusters come at a time when most 
flowers are not making a show. 


The seeds, which are now avail- 


able, should be sown outdoors in 
a sunny spot. Later, after the seed- 
linge have grown six or

inches tall, they should be trans-

People of the Philippines 


II— Odd Ways Of Certain Tribes 
Nine-tenths of the people ot the 


Philippines are Christians. They 
are lor the most part rather well 
civilized, and get along well with 
one another. Please remember that 
when we speak of odd customs 
among certain savage tribes on the 
islands, or of cruel deeds by such 
people as the Moros. 


Some natives who are not well 


civilized live in hilly parts of one 
of the larger islands. They have 
an odd custom of taming while 
pythons and praying to them! As 
a rule, a python is dangerous, but 
these people feed 
and care for 


young pythons in such a way as 
to make them gentle when full- 
grown. 


Among certain tribes of t h e 


hills, it is against custom for a 
person to speak his own name. If 
you were to ask a man of this 
tribe to tell his name, he would 
not answer you, but if he had a 
friend nearby, the friend might 
say. "His name is Juan." Spanish 
names are common in the Philip- 
pines. Spain had power over the 
islands for three centuries before 
they were taken over by 
the 


United States. 


Other tribesmen, the Ilongotes, 


live in mountains. They are fond 
of ornaments, and many of them 
put pounds of brass wire around 
their arms or neck. The wire is 
sometimes in the form of rings, 
but it may be wound in place as 
a spiral of a sort. 


Men of this tribe are supposed 


to be head-hunters. They may 
not do much hunting nowadays, 
but their ancestors followed the 
custom. 
Even today the 
men 


carry shields and swords on every- 
day journeys from one village to 
another. 


If you knew an Ilongote very 


well, he might tell this to you: 
"When a person is asleep, 
and 


dreams, his soul goes away from 
his body. It is dangerous to wake 
him up suddenly, for his soul may 
not be able to get back in time!" 


Other savage peonle in the Phil- 


ippines are the Xegritos. 
Their 


name means "Little Blacks," or 
"Little Negroes." 
It is »believed 


they lived on the islands before 
the brown-skinned Malays settled 
there. 


The Negritos are usually less 


than five feet tall. They have 
dark brown or black skins, •woolly 
hair and thick lips. 


The Negritos make up only a 


small part of the present popula- 
tion of the Philippines. It is be- 
lieved they are related to natives 
of New Guinea and eastern Su- 
matra.
